London, Dec. 12.—There has been 
no marked developments during the 
last twenty-four hours in either the 
eastern or western battle theaters so 
far as official reports disclose, though 
fighting of a probably violent char­ 
acter is proceeding along both fronts. 
All opposing headquarters claim the 
advantage for their respective armies. 
As an offset to the Russian claim 
of having checked the advance of 
three of five German columns invad­ 
ing 
their 
territory 
the 
Germans 
claim they have 
repriced 
Russian 
cavalry on the East Prussian frontier 
and that in Poland the Russian at­ 
tacks have been unsuccessful. 
There is also some disparity be­ 
tween the French and German ac­ 
counts of the battles in Flanders and 
France. 
It is apparent from both, 
however, that the allies have as­ 
sumed at least a 
partial 
offensive. 
The impression here is that the allies 
with artillery and occasional infantry 
attacks are preparing the way for a

Various Sources for the Bene­ 
fit of the Sedalia Demo­ 
crat Readers.

E. G. Jacobs, of Tucumcari, N. M., 


an engineer on the KT Paso & South­ 


western railroad, found a way to beat 
one angle of the high cost of living, 
he told the railroad wage arbitration 
board in Chicago Friday. 
Testimony had turned on the cost 
of living and its increase in the last 
four years. “Eating house prices are 
higher.” said Jacobs, “but that doesn’t 
bother me. 
I work down in the des­ 
ert country and 
some 
years 
ago 
twelve of us engineers 
who 
were 
away from home terminals a good 
deal built sleeping shacks. When the 
restaurants began boosting prices I 
simply put in a gasoline stove, plus 
some pots and pans and started cook­ 
ing for myself. 
It costs me practi­ 
cally nothing. Of course in our home 
we notice that prices are higher.” 
Four other engineers testified Fri­ 
day. 
They were C. R. D. Jones, O. 
Kearns, C. E. Jackson and B. J. Bas­ 
sett. 
All were questioned as to in­ 
creased cost of living. 
The railroads 
are not disputing that 
prices 
are 
higher, but assert that the wage ad­ 
vances asked bv the men are out of 
proportion to the advance in food 
prices. 
The witnesses were all men with 
regular runs which pay them from 
$155 to $200 a month as an average, 
and for this they testified that they 
worked, long, hard hours. 
Jackson 
testified 
that 
he 
had worked on 
freight trains where he 
had 
been 
away from home for a week 
at 
a 
time, and that for a day’s run to av­ 
erage fifteen hours was not uncom­ 
mon. 
James M. Sheehan, attorney for the 
railroads, adduced that witness was 
acquainted with an engineer, C. A. 
Willet, on the same run. 
Sheehan 
stated that records of the Santa Fe 
road show' that in 1912 Willet earned 
$1,900 on a freight engine and that 
his average daily hours for the year 
wore slightly under eight. 
Bassett testified, like many of his 
predecessors on the stand, that ad­ 
vances in pay received 
in 
the 
last 
four yeads were due solely to the in­ 
troduction of larger locomotives. 
He 
runs one of the largest engines in the 
country, 
a 
superheated 
Mikado, 
weighing 220,000 pounds. 
Such an 
engine does twice the work of the 
smaller ones they replaced, he said, 
and the railroads thus saved 50 per 
cent in wages of engine crews, but 
the crews doing the increased work 
w'ere not advanced proportionately. 
It was suggested that neveitheless 
men preferred the big engine because 
of the larger pay, but he cited two 
instances where engineers entitled by 
seniority to such engines chose in­ 
stead smaller engines and the smaller 
pay that goes with them. 
Adjourn­ 
ment was taken until Monday.

Havre, Dec. 12.—The little branch 


postoffice in the district of Ste. Ad- 


resse, Havre, is now' the most im­ 
portant iii the world in the view of 
stamp collectors. 
It falls within th e ' 
secion of the city temporarily made I 
over to Belgium as its capital, and 
as such is on Belgian soil. 
Ii letter 
posted there, even if destined only 
for another part of Havre, must carry 
the full foreign postal rate of 25 cen­ 
times, or 5 cents. 
It is not due to the fact of a Bel­ 
gian stamp being used, but to the 
postmark of Havre on the stamp that 
makes it valuable to philatellists. 
During the office hours stamp col- 
leitors sta*id in line in Ste. Adresse. 
The greatest sale is of postcards with 
the embossed stamp of five centimes, 
two stamps of two centimes and one 
of one, making a total value of two 
cents. 
They buy the entire issue, which 
they usually stick on an envelope 
addressed to themselves 
and 
have 
them cancelled immediately at the 
window. 
But the most valuable col­ 
lection is one placed on ail official 
envelope marked and signed by the 
mail censor. 
It is thus a triple sou­ 
venir. 
If it were not for the collectors, 
this Belgian office would do a small 
business. 
But in view' of the stamps 
cancelled for the sake of the post­ 
mark, it is probably the hest paying 
office of its size in any pare of the 
globe.
